AN attack on a military train, by 
Arabs in the performance of the hippo- 
drome at Olympia is a remarkable fea- 
ture. A line of railway runs round the 
arena, upon which an undoubted loco- 
motive with carriages steam along at 
considerable speed. The train is filled 
with French troops, who respond to 
the fire of the Arabs, and an animated 
contest is carried on for some time. 
Finally the Arabs are defeated, and the 
wounded are carried to the ambulance 
car of the train, and the locomotive 
gets up steam and runs out of the 
arena. 
There is a pleasing dance by 
Arab girls and military exercises by 
the men of the desert. 


THE Rev. C. E. Cine writes to the 
Central Christian Advocate that three 
years ago the parsonage at Emmets- 
burg, la., was struck by lightning, and 
he was hit in the breast by a large 
piece of plastering knocked from the 
ceiling. Instantly after being struck 
he saw "a great multitude of the most 
beautiful children running toward him 
and waiving their hands and shouting 
greetings of joy." He felt no paia 
whatever, and wondered where he was. 
Soon he came to himself and found his 
wife and children weeping over him, 
thinking he was dead. He was not 
seriously hurt. 
He says that he shall 
go down to his grave believing that that 
niffht he entered Heaven. 


IN a little basin of the Alps, 
7 , 7 0 0 
feet above sea-level and five miles from 
the end of the great Aletsch glacier, 
is the unique little lake known as the 
Marjalen Sea. This is fed by moun- 
tain streamlets, its waters being held 
back by the ice of the great glacier it- 
self. An English geologist mentions 
having seen it in 1868 as a body of wa- 
ter 300 yards wide and three times as 
long, with a maximum depth of ninety- 
seven feet But the next day it had 
vanished. The ice-dam had yielded 
suflSciently to allow the pent-up water 
to escape beneath 
the glacier and 
plunge into the valley below, devasta- 
ting the fields and considerably raising 
the level of the Rhone. 
These dis- 
charges take place at irregular iuter- 
vals, though reputed to occur every 
seven years. 
The latest outbreak was 
in September last, since when it has 
been proposed to lessen future dam- 
ages by providing an artificial outlet to 
reduce the lake's capacity one-hall 


ONE of the most extraordinary cases 
that have ever come up before the Su- 
preme Court of the Dominion has just 
been argued in Ottawa, and is likely 
to be carried to the Imperial Privy 
Council of Great Britain, the highest 
tribunal in the realm, before it is 
finally disposed of. It involves the 
question of right of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church to exact or collect fines 
from members of the congregation 
who have failed to conform to the rules 
of the church. The case at issue is 
that of Poitras vs. Lebeau. The suit 
arose out of the refusal of the appel- 
lant to kneel on both knees during high 
mass in the Church of Ste. Anne du 
Bout de risle, near MontreaL The 
action for $2,000 was brought against 
the respondent for having instigated 
proceedingd charging the appellant 
with having committed in said church 
an irreverent act, for which he (the 
appellant) had to pay the sum of 
$8.20 penalty. 
The case was tried by 
a jury, and a yerdict was rendered in 
favor of the respondent 
This verdict 
was moved against before the Court of 
Review* when a new trial was granted 
on the ground that the evidence was 
contradictory and that the plaintiff had 
suffered damage. The Court of Ap- 
peal reversed this judment and con- 
firmed the verdict 
Appeal was then 
made to the Supreme Court 


A Monlder in tlie Bau Works, Leset 
HÍB Beason—Ell Strange 
Actions. 


John Ahlen is a monlder in the Baas 
f oondry and machine works. He is a 
manied man and liyee on Broadway and 
beais the reputation among the men in 
the works of being a qniet, peaceful, 
sober and indnstrions employe. He was 
acting just the least bit qneer yesterday, 
but when he appeared in the moulding 
room this mornhig his actions convinced 
his fellow workmen that he was de- 
mented, 


He stood around among the oar wheels 
where he was accustomed to work, talk- 
ing and singing to himself in German. 
With a tragic attitude and uplifted hand 
he would stand first over one car wheel 
and then over another and mutter con- 
tinually this sentence 
in 
German: 
'That'll stay now for the next three 
years, and that'll stay for the next twelve 
years." and then raising his hand again 
to heaven, he wonld mumble some sort 
of a vow or oath in a dramatic manner, 
the words of which those standing near 
were unable to understand. 


He did no work at all, but was oon- 
tinnally moving about among the wheels 
muttering those strange words to him 
self, and his foreman and others fonnd it 
impossible to make him answer ques- 
tions or repeat anything else but the 
words mentioned above. It was evident 
to every one that the man was crazy and 
Officer Limeoooley was sent for, who, 
with the assistance of some of the men 
in the works, took the unfortunate man 
to the county jail.
